Notwithstanding  business  conditions,  The  Public  Baths 
Association  is  able  to  report  an  increase  of  over  7000  baths 
taken,  as  compared  with  191 3.  The  Wood  Street  Baths 
show  a  decrease  of  4742  baths,  and  this  is  largely  a  result 
of  the  inactivity  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works. 

The  unpaid  accounts  in  connection  with  the  German- 
town  Avenue  Baths  have  been  reduced  $700.00,  and  the 
capacity  of  the  Gaskill  Street  Baths  has  been  materially  in- 
creased by  the  installation  of  twenty-three  additional  shower 
baths  at  a  cost  of  $2700. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  after  much  consideration,  de- 
cided to  close  the  Women's  Laundry  at  the  Gaskill  Street 
Baths  and  to  devote  this  space  to  additional  shower  baths 
as  needed.  It  was  found  that  the  laundry  facilities  were 
being  used  by  professional  laundry-women,  and  not  by  the 
class  for  which  the  laundry  was  originally  intended. 

The  business  of  the  Association  is  rapidly  approaching 
the  capacity  of  the  bath  houses,  and  large  increases  in  the 
future  must  necessarily  come  from  enlarged  facilities  and 
new  plants. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
to  Mr.  Ross  and  his  associates  appreciation  of  their  faithful 
services  and  efficient  management  of  the  work  during  the 
past  year.

During  the  spring  seventeen  additional  shower  baths 
for  men  and  six  for  women  were  completed  at  the  Gaskill 
Street  plant  at  a  cost  of  $2700.  These  extra  rooms  made 
it  possible  to  accommodate  more  bathers  on  busy  days  dur- 
ing the  summer  season.  With  this  greater  capacity  the 
number  of  bathers  was  over  2000  in  a  single  day,  making  a 
gain  of  240  over  the  largest  day  previous  to  having  this 
added  number  of  rooms. 

One  result  of  substituting  shower  baths  for  the  laundry 
equipment  was  that  nearly  $200  was  saved  in  coal,  while  an 
increase  of  $100  was  expended  for  fuel  at  the  other  two 
plants,  due  mainly  to  the  cold  weather  during  the  spring. 

Our  buildings  and  equipment  are  in  good  condition. 
The  walls  and  ceilings  at  two  of  the  houses  have  been 
painted  during  the  year  and  the  other  buildings  are  being 
painted  under  careful  supervision.
